On the other hand, however, the 
the farmers who had land under 
cultivation for two or three years, 
and who sowed good seed, are this 
year going to reap a very satis- 
factory harvest. The straw will 
not be so heavy as last year, but 
the grain is well filled, and from 
present prospects will mature with 
no danger from frost. Whatever 
disappointment will be experienced 
in crops from drouth or poor seed 
the hay crop will be abundant. 
At no time since the carly settle. 
ment of the Ponoka district has 
there been a better hay crop.
